ST. Louis, ?uue 10.—Tho meeting of 


the Republican national committee to 
decide the contest! for seats In the 
national convention 
abtorbed 
the 


general interest in affaire pertaining to 
tbeconieution today. There were no 
important arrivals.except of members 
of this oominUteti/andthey were so 
concerned-with; the "proceedLngi of "" 
-comtnittwtbat they declined generally 
to give attention to other quwtiona. 
The proceedings were of a harmonious 
character, and while there waa evidence 
that there waa genuine, feeling in behalf 
of the various candidates thia feeling 
did not > at any time take on a person* 
ally aggressive form., 


The entire day's sesaion was given up 


to the Alabama conteata. which involved 
the seats of the four delegates at large 
and all of. the nine diatricte, except thw 
second, making twenty-two seats that 
were is dispute. The contests were ail 
decided except thbae from the third and 
fifth districts, in which hearings were 
postponed on account of the absence of 
either contestants or conteetees. The 
points at issue in the sixth and eighth 
districts were settled outside of the 
committee and the contests in both in- 
stances withdrawn. The issue was pre- 
Rented to the committee in all other 
cases. 


Of the eighteen delegates whoae caaei 


were decided, either by vote of the com- 
mittee or by withdrawal, sixteen are for 
McKinley and two for Reed. 


There was no division upon any of the 


contests except that made in the name 
of the delegates at large, and this was 
overwhelmingly in favor of Vaughn or 
McKinley delegates and against the 
Moseley or anti-H<iKmley men. 


On motion of Powell Clayton it was 


decided that in preparing the roll call 
the committee should, 'proceed in the 
following order; 
' ' 


First—All contests shall be heard and 
determined by .the, .whole committee. 


Second—The states and territories 


shall be called alphabetically. 


Tliird—Contestants, cbntesteea and 


council, if desired, shall be admitted,to 
the headings. in which they are inter- 
ested, and each side shall be, allowed to 
file briefs and be. given fifteen m inn tee 
for argument. 


Senator 
Hansbrough, representing 


North Dakota M a member of the com- 
mittee, suggested tbat it would expedite 
matters to distribute the contests amoog 
sub-committees, M had been the Cttitom 
on previous occasions'. 
; 
Mr. Clayton met tula with a reply 


that there had been a great many insin- 
uations of favoritism, and that he be- 
lieved it better tbat the fall committee 
should hear alt the conteata. Senator 
Hansbrough did not press his point and 
the motion waa adopted. 


Chairman Carter stated that the ter- 


ritorial contests would not be taken up 
until those of the states were disposed 
of*|A committee' consisting of Meat's, 
_aynosof Wisconsin .FeiBenddn of Con- 
necticut and De Young of California, 
was appointed to prepare resolutions 
expressive of the committee's sense of 
bereavement over the death of Commit- 
teetnan Campbell of Illinois. 


Announcement was made that Hon. 


J. A. Filer had been appointed to fill 
the vacancy occasioned bj; Mr. Camp- 
bell's death. The resignation of Gov- 
ernor Bradley of Kentucky was an- 
nounced, as was the appointment of Mr. 
Yorker to succeed him. 


The appointment of the following 


proxies was announced: Senator Gear 
for Mr. Clarkson of Iowa; Mr. Andrews 
for Mr. Hatch of Alaska; Mr. Handen 
for Mr. Brown of Georgia; E. 0. Sulli- 
van for Mr. Bennett of Washington; 
Mr. Myer for Mr. Simon of Oregon. 


Secretary Manley announced just prior 


to the recess that a large number of tele- 
prams bud been received from various 
parts of the country In regard to the re- 
ports that colored delegates would be 
denied hotel accommodations, at St. 
Louie, and saggeatlnR its removal to 
some other point. • 


Mr. Manley said he knew nothing of 


the disposition of''the managers of any 
hotels except the Southern, but that the 
manager of that hotel had announced 
that contracts made for accommodations 
there would be fulfilled regardless of 
those for whom rooms had been en- 
gaged.

At the openine of the afternoon ses- 


sion Secretary Manler read a letter say- 
ing that the Southern, St. Nicholas, 
Laclede and Linden hotels would live 
up to the agreement made by the Busi- 
ness Mens' League relative to' the ac- 
commodations of colored men at the 
hotels.

of the Financial Plank. 


ST. Louis, June 10.—The financial 


question is still uppermost in the minda 
oE the politicians in St. Louis, there be- 
ing BOW scarcely any possible doubt 
about the question of the nomination of 
the President and not very much being 
said as to who the vice president will 
be. 
Men are working on financial 


planks or saying what the financial 
plank ought to be. 


Senator Hansbrough, a member of 


the national committee, In an interview 
today, said: 
"The 
convention, should at least 


pledge the Republican party to labor 
faithfully in behalf of an international 
conference on the money question, with 
a view to securing an agreement in be- 
half of a permanent and settled equality 
between silver and gold, and the nomi- 
nee should be instructed by the conven- 
tion to force tho gold nations of Europe, 
throuf.h trade discriminations in our 
commercial intercourse with them, tc 
establish bimetallism as the universal 
rule.

The news of Eng- 
and'a demand originated in Washing- 
ton, D.0.,aud waa forwarded in private 
correspondence to an Hawaiian paper 
md several private concerns. 


Tho situation is said to be that Great 


3rltain has made a rather sharp demand 
ipon this government on behalf of 
Colonel V. V. Ashford. ,The "rerineflt" 
a stated as the suggestion, in diplomatic 
sentences, that a pardon issue to Ash- 
brd and that ho bo permitted to return 
Co Hawaii without condltibns of any 
port. H is stated by the Honblrlu Star 
,hat the republic declines to accept the 
British foreign office's view of this case, 
refuses to grant the pardon or remove 
Lho ban, and adds that if Colonel Ash- 
ford is landed under British or any 
other auspices or protection, until there 
lias been an extended and complete re- 
view of tho caee, the action will be at 
.eaet protested. 


There ia a likelihood of Hawaii calling 


upon the United States to extend its 
offices in the dispute. 


Colonel V. V* Aehford waa convicted 


by the military commission of mispris* 
ion of treason. The evidence waa that 
he had advanced knowledge of the out- 
break. His sentence was imprisonment 
for a year and a Gne of .f 1000.' He was 
then ill and is still a aick man. After a 
few weeks "on the reef the man, who 
had once been prominent and honored 
in Hawaii, was given 'surfpeneion of fine 
and imprisonment on condition that he 
leave the country never to return. It 
was then quite generally understood 
tbat, after a reasonable lapse of time, he 
would ^e allowed to come back on mak- 
ing proper rcqueet. 


In letter^ to Hawaii on British aub 


jectfl mixed up in the revolution and 
tried, the Queen's foreign oflice gave 
the opinion that court martial was un- 
constitutional and that there could be 
no objection to any of the cases eicepl 
that of Ashford.

There were less than 100 delegates 


present at the great non-partisan tariff 
convention nt Detroit, which proposed 
to etart the ball rolling (or the move- 
ment to take the tariff question out of 
politics and turn it over to a corn mission 
of experts, and the affair amounted to a 
Hash in the pan. 
The fact is that the 


people of this country have learned by 
dear experience that the system of do- 
ing things through commiaeione is quite 
aa unsatisfactory, and often more eo, 
than the old method of legislation. The 
commieaion idea is an attractive theory, 
but in nearly every instance an attempt 
at application has resulted in complete 
disappointment. 


When the public mind baa reached a 


more settled elate on the tariff question, 
as 'it vnquestionably will, there will be 
lees of radical legislation and the de- 
sired etabihty will be eecured. After a 
period of disastrous vacillation on the 
part ot the people public sentiment ie 
now unmistakably in favor of a protec- 
tive tariff that will place the labor and 
industry of this country upon an equal 
looting with that of foreign countries in 
the home market, and that will supply 
a Biiflicient revenue to meet the require- 
ments of the government. 


The enactment of each a tariff is un- 


questionably the desire of a va&t ma- 
jority of the people, and the work will 
not be entrusted to a commission which 
may or may not be in accord with pub- 
lic sentiment, bat to the party which 
stands as the life-long exponent of the 
piotection principle. 


A STARTLING INCREASE.

Robert P. Porter recently returned from 
a trip to Japan. In commenting on the 
increase of manufactures in that coun- 
try, the cheapness of labor, etc., he 
eays: 


"It is not a mere question of tariff,

000,000. TextiJeet*500,OOOto*31OOD,000. 
Ten yean ago they made $00,000 worth 
of matches and sent very little out of 
Japan; last year, $4.700,000 worth, 
lleariy $5,000,000, and all went to India. 
We did not receive more than $20,000 
worth. The point is, U in three or four 
years they could wipe out all the Euro- 
pean competition, what can they not£do 
when they eet itarted this way.

are 46,000,000 people in Japan. The 
same with matting and rues. Ten yean 
ago the amount was 
infinitesimally 


•mall—only $935—ot mattings exported. 
Bugs were not mentioned in their re- 
ports.

They put the matches into boxes 
and make the boxes quicker than you or 
I or anybody else could do it. They 
have girl* at work also and they do not 
earn more than 5 sen."

Jacob 8. Coxey, the general of the 


commonweal army of two yeara ngo, 
ipoke last night to an audience of fully 
JOO persona iu Armory hall. It was 
esieotially an audience of the PopullaU 
of the county. 


General Ooxey was accompanied by 


his wife, who pleasantly occupied tbe 
time by cooking plain warm water in a 
little alcohol stove. Thia hot water was 
occasionally cupped by the general, who 
was plainly Buffering from an attack of 
bronchial catarrh contracted before he 
came to California. 


General Coxey is a man below the 


middle stature, an generala are wont to 
be. a matter conspicuously illustrated 
in Cuesar, Hannibal and Napoleon. 
Coxey is, however, a man oi peace, not 
a man of war and the essence of hie 
faith is that bia metbods are simply the 
avoidance of a bloody revolution by a 
peaceful one. Two minutes after Coxey 
had begun hie address the audience 
readily acknowledged uia intelligence, 
boldness and right to leadership. 


The general was introduced by D. T. 


Fowler, who said that the guest of the 
evening was one who might be said to 
have taken a moving part in the discus* 
sion of the greatest question of ill, the 
financial,question, and not a tariff for 
revenue or a tariff for protection. Gen- 
eral Coxey had already made three 
speeches to large audiences iu tho south- 
ern part of the state, and was due to de- 
liver three others iu Ked Bluff, Sacra- 
mento and Ban Francisco, after which 
he would RO to Salt Lake City. 


Tho general was very warmly received 


and plunged at once into his theme. He 
described ho K the best and most unm- 
eet men of the country have assembled 
to diecuea this liuaiici&l question just in 
tbe same way that a consultation oE phy- 
sicians ifl held for the purpose of diag- 
uoaing and treating a disease, lie de- 
scribed at length, tho causes which had 
led to tbe financial panic of tho past 
tew ytais, aud the closing down ot so 
many hundreds of factories. "Bank- 
ers,1' ho said, "are the only class of the 
community who live on the interest of 
tbeirdebte." 
lie produced a due bill from Malter B 


vineyard aa proof that the scarcity of 
money in this county and that manufac- 
turers lire compe.lfld to issue ecrip to 
pay their men. General Coxey had 
been the guest of George H. Malter 
during the day, and used one of the 
Maltermoro'e due bills to illustrate his 
position. 
lie insisted that the great newspapers 


of the East are in a conspiracy with 
tbe gold bugs and gamblers of New 
York. Tbe Republicans claim tbat the 
Unancial panic was brought about by 
fear of a repeal of the tariff. He asked 
what tbe tariff had to do with it. Gro- 
ver Cleveland, who haa ceased to be

Democratic party,

(laughter), 
repealed the purchasing 


clause of the Sherman bill at the bid- 
ding of the gold bugs of Wall Street.
